To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Newport  Pagnell  Rural 

District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Report  for  the  year  1937.  It  follows  the  same 
lines  as  in  previous  years.  The  Birth  Rate  is  12.48  as  compared  with  14.21  last  year, 
and  12.88  for  1935.  The  corrected  Death  Rate  is  11.93  as  compared  with  11.42  for 
1936,  and  9.06  for  1935.  The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease,  especially  as  regards 
Scarlet  Fever,  has  been  less  than  in  1936.  The  majority  of  cases  occurred  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year,  whilst  towards  the  end  there  were  very  few  cases.  Housing  has  received 
much  attention  from  your  Council  and  considerable  progress  and  improvement  has 
resulted.  The  Water  Scheme  for  supplying  practically  the  whole  District,  is,  one  may 
say,  nearing  completion.  Many  houses  are  now  supplied  with  a  wholesome  supply 
which  formerly  were  dependent  on  shallow  wells.  This  must  be  of  great  advantage  to 
the  Public  Health.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

WATER. 

Southern  Area. 

The  contract  for  this  area  is  nearing  completion.  The  pipe  line  is  laid  and  a  large 
number  of  consumers  have  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities  given  for  obtaining  a 
pure  and  wholesome  water. 

Northern  Area. 

In  this  area  the  consumption  is  still  increasing.  The  treatment  and  distribution 
of  the  supply  is  still  giving  satisfaction.  The  Analysis  of  the  water  is  carried  out  every 
3  months.  These  analyses  are  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  and  were  carried  out 
on  the  following  dates,  6-1-37  ;  23-4-37  ;  15-7-37  ;  22-10-37. 

In  no  case  were  Bacillus  Coli  or  B.  Welchii  found  in  100  c.c.’s.  The  water  was 
found  to  be  of  a  high  standard  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically. 

A  further  extension  is  in  hand  from  Weston  Underwood  to  Ravenstone  with  the 
addition  of  another  reservoir. 

The  number  of  consumers  in  the  two  areas  amounts  to  over  900. 

NORTHERN  DIVISION. 

Emberton. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Ministry  of  Health,  after  the  Public  Enquiry  held  on  Nov.  24th,  1936,  required 
certain  amendments  to  the  scheme.  These  were  referred  to  the  Council’s  Engineers. 
The  Ministry  informed  the  Council  that  they  could  proceed  to  invite  tenders. 

Scavenging. 

This  is  done  by  contract  and  has  worked  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

Haversham. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Extensive  building  development  has  taken  place  both  on  the  Manor  Estate  and  on 
Field’s  Farm.  48  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year.  Sewerage  disposal 
works  on  the  latter  estate  have  been  constructed  and  are  working  successfully. 

Scavenging. 

For  this  purpose  a  contract  system  for  the  combined  parishes  of  Haversham  and 
Little  Linford  was  inaugurated  in  1936  and  continues  to  operate  satisfactorily.  The 
new  houses  have  W.C.’s. 


Lavendon. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  conditions  in  this  parish  remains  the  same  as  regards  the  system  of  drainage. 
The  Council  is  awaiting  the  date  of  the  Public  Enquiry  into  the  Sewerage  and  Sewage 
Disposal  Scheme  submitted  to  the  Ministry. 

Scavenging. 

This  is  done  by  contract  and  has  worked  successfully  during  the  year. 

North  Crawley. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  condition  of  the  open  sewer  ditches  both  above  and  below  the  Rectory  Park 
are  offensive  at  times.  There  is  a  tendency  of  late  to  convert  some  pail  privies  to  W.C.’s. 
Should  this  tendency  increase  the  condition  of  the  ditches  would  become  worse,  and  the 
establishment  of  a  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  would  be  the  only  way  of 
dealing  with  the  matter.  I  hope  the  Council  will  consider  the  matter  in  the  near  future. 
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Olney. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  are  in  good  structural  condition  and  have  worked 
satisfactorily  during  the  year.  Considerable  sanitary  improvements  have  been  effected 
at  the  Junior  Schools  and  the  Church  Hall.  Pail  privies  have  been  abolished  and  W.C.’s 
and  up  to  date  lavatory  accommodation  installed. 

Scavenging. 

The  Scavenging  of  the  town  is  done  by  direct  labour  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Surveyor.  The  work  embraces  street  cleansing  in  addition  to  the  removal  of  house 
refuse. 

Sherington. 

Drainage  and  Sezverage. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  offensive  pail  privies  at  the  Church  School  have  been 
converted  to  W.C.’s. 

SOUTHERN  DIVISION. 

Brad  well.  , 

Water. 

The  mains  have  been  laid.  The  Council  Houses  and  about  9  other  houses  have 
been  connected. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

In  the  main  part  of  the  village  there  is  a  piped  sewer  which  discharges  into  a  brook 
on  the  western  side  of  the  parish.  There  has  been  some  development  along  the  New 
Bradwell  Road  and  the  sewage  from  this  part  discharges  into  a  sewer  owned  by  the 
Wolverton  Urban  District  Council. 

The  Sewerage  and  Sewage  disposal  scheme  submitted  by  the  Council’s  Engineers 
to  the  Council  last  year  is  still  under  consideration.  I  think  that  when  the  scheme  is 
established  there  is  likely  to  be  some  building  development  in  various  parts  of  the  parish. 

Scavenging. 

Since  April  1st  of  this  year  the  scavenging  of  both  night  soil  and  dry  house  refuse 
has  been  carried  out  by  direct  labour.  Privy  refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  dry  house 
refuse  fortnightly.  This  new  arrangement  has  worked  very  satisfactorily. 

Bow  Brickhill. 

Water. 

The  mains  have  been  laid.  The  Council  Houses  and  about  38  other  houses  have 
been  connected. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Council’s  Engineers  have  submitted  a  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 
to  the  Council  which  has  been  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  approval.  The  site 
for  the  works  is  so  situated  that  the  works  and  the  refuse  tip  will  be  together. 

Scavenging. 

The  scheme  referred  to  in  my  last  Report  has  now  been  adopted.  There  is  weekly 
collection  of  privy  refuse  and  fortnightly  collection  of  dry  house  refuse.  The  work  is 
carried  out  by  direct  labour  under  the  supervision  of  the  Surveyor.  A  Council  owned 
motor  lorry  is  used.  This  is  a  part  of  a  combined  scheme  which  includes  the  parishes 
of  Wavendon,  Bow  Brickhill,  Woburn  Sands,  Little  Brickhill,  Great  Linford,  and 
Bradwell.  The  whole  scheme  is  working  most  satisfactorily. 

Little  Brickhill. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

This  parish  has  sewage  works.  They  consist  of  a  Dortmund  Tank,  combined 
with  precipitation  by  means  of  Alumino-ferric.  The  effluent  discharges  into  a  series 
of  open  ditches.  It  is  hoped  that  a  filter  will  be  installed  which  would  further  purify 
the  effluent. 

Scavenging. 

This  is  one  of  the  parishes  included  in  the  combined  scavenging  scheme  of  which 
I  have  given  some  details  when  reporting  on  Bow  Brickhill. 
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Castlethorpe. 

Water. 

The  Council  have  now  decided  to  supply  this  parish  from  the  Olney  source  in 
conjunction  with  the  parish  of  Hanslope. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  sewers  in  this  parish  have  2  outfalls.  One  passes  through  a  filter  and  septic 
tank,  the  other  through  a  septic  tank  only. 

A  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme,  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Consulting 
Engineers  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Scavenging. 

This  is  carried  out  by  contract.  A  weekly  collection  is  made  and  has  worked 
satisfactorily.  Most  of  the  privies  are  pail  closets  and  any  extensive  conversion  cannot 
be  adopted  until  there  is  a  sewage  scheme. 

Great  Linford. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  drainage  is  mostly  slops  drainage,  but  there  are  a  few  W.C.’s.  The  sewage 
discharges  into  a  pond,  which  in  turn  discharges  over  a  weir  into  sewer  ditches.  The 
pond  and  ditches  require  frequent  cleansing  and  this  has  been  done  during  the  year. 

Scavenging. 

This  is  one  of  the  parishes  included  in  the  combined  scavenging  scheme. 

Loughton. 

Water. 

The  mains  have  been  laid.  The  Council  Houses  and  27  others  have  been  connected. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  sanitary  system  remains  the  same  although  several  improvements  have  been 
made  during  recent  years.  Considerable  development  is  anticipated  owing  to  the 
establishment  of  industry  and  it  is  hoped  that  progress  will  be  made  in  the  system  of 
sewage  disposal. 

Scavenging. 

There  is  no  scavenging  system  at  present.  The  Council  have  under  consideration 
a  scheme  put  forward  by  the  Surveyor  in  which  the  disposal  of  night  soil  and  dry  refuse 
will  be  carried  out  under  the  same  system  as  in  the  combined  parishes.  Periodic  collec¬ 
tion  of  tins  and  bottles  has  been  made  during  the  year. 

Milton  Keynes. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

During  February,  serious  flooding  was  experienced  by  the  occupiers  of  cottages 
in  the  centre  of  the  village.  The  flooding  was  due  to  abnormal  rains.  To  obviate  a 
recurrence  the  Council  adopted  a  further  drainage  scheme  suggested  by  the  Surveyor. 
I  think  the  scheme  will  have  the  desired  effect. 

Scavenging. 

There  is  no  scavenging  system  in  this  parish.  The  occupiers  dispose  of  the  night 
soil  and  refuse  themselves.  The  gardens  are  large  and  this  can  be  effectively  done. 

Wavendon. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

A  ridge  of  high  ground  traverses  the  parish  from  east  to  west,  thus  the  ground 
slopes  downwards  north  and  south.  The  sewer  on  the  south  side  of  the  ridge  drains 
into  the  Woburn  Sands  sewer.  The  sewer  on  the  north  side  of  the  ridge  discharges  into 
a  cesspool  near  the  Leathern  Bottel.  Lower  End,  on  the  east  side,  is  some  distance 
from  the  main  village.  This  entails  a  separate  drainage  system.  Consequently  small 
sewage  works  have  been  constructed  to  deal  with  the  sewage  from  this  part  of  the  parish. 
These  works  are  quite  adequate,  but  a  sprinkler  should  be  installed  so  that  the  filter  may 
work  more  efficiently. 

Scavenging. 

This  parish  forms  part  of  the  combined  scavenging  scheme.  The  work  is  done 
by  direct  labour.  The  pail  privies  are  emptied  weekly  between  the  hours  of  10  p.m.  and 
6  a.m.  The  ashbins  are  emptied  fortnightly.  Cesspools  as  required.

HOUSING. 

During  1937  Contracts  for  Housing  were  obtained  for  : — 

8  Houses  at  Wavendon,

By  the  erection  of  these  houses  a  number  of  families  have  been  moved  from  con¬ 
demned  houses  into  more  healthy  surroundings.  Also  eight  cases  of  overcrowding  have 
been  abated  by  re-housing  in  the  new  cottages. 

Improvements  to  old  property  have  been  carried  out  by  means  of  grants  under 
The  Rural  Workers  Housing  Act. 

A  large  portion  of  the  condemned  houses  have  been  already  demolished  and  the 
work  is  still  proceeding.  In  dealing  with  slum  clearance  the  worst  houses  have  been 
dealt  with  under  Demolition  Orders,  but  a  considerable  amount  of  work  requires  to  be 
done  to  raise  the  standard  of  many  houses  in  the  District  by  the  provision  of  sinks, 
larder  accommodation,  coppers  for  washing  and  prevention  of  damp. 

Hanslope. 

Four  cottages  were  inspected  near  the  Church.  One  was  found  to  be  unfit  for 
habitation  and  could  not  be  made  habitable  at  a  reasonable  cost  ;  consequently  it  was 
represented  under  Section  11  Housing  Act,  1936.  The  whole  matter  was  carefully 
considered  by  the  Council  with  the  result  that  assistance  under  The  Rural  Workers  Act 
was  given  in  respect  of  the  other  3  cottages.  As  regards  the  cottage  represented,  the 
owner  agreed  to  carry  out  the  Council’s  requirements. 

Seven  non-parlour  3  bedroomed  houses,  and  one  non-parlour  5  bedroomed  house, 
were  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year.  Owing  to  the  erection  of  these  houses, 
several  families  were  re-housed  from  condemned  houses  and  3  cases  of  overcrowding 
were  abated. 

Lavendon. 

Ten  non-parlour  houses  were  completed  and  occupied. 

Newton  Blossomville. 

Four  Demolition  Orders  were  made  during  the  year. 

A  scheme  for  the  erection  of  4  non-parlour  houses  has  been  under  consideration. 
A  site  of  |  an  acre  has  been  acquired. 
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North  Crawley. 

The  scheme  for  the  erection  of  8  non-parlour  houses  has  been  completed.  In 
these  houses  tenants  from  3  condemned  houses,  which  have  now  been  demolished, 
were  re-housed,  and  3  cases  of  overcrowding  abated. 

Olney. 

3  Demolition  Orders  have  been  made. 

Great  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  acquiring  a  suitable  site  for  new  houses. 
This  matter  is  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Council.  There  are  still  a  number  of  cases 
of  overcrowding  to  be  dealt  with.

Section  E. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

Much  of  the  milk  produced  in  the  District  is  sent  to  large  distributing  centres,  such 
as  London  and  elsewhere. 

The  Farms  and  Dairies  have  been  systematically  inspected  during  the  year.  Many 
of  the  cowsheds  have  been  improved.  Where  the  cleanliness  of  cowsheds  has  been 
unsatisfactory,  advice  has  been  given  and  the  Officers  have  worked  with  the  Farmers  to 
improve  matters.  In  most  cases  there  has  been  improvement,  but  where  little  or  no 
improvement  has  taken  place,  a  firmer  attitude  has  been  adopted.  The  greatest  difficulty 
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of  the  Farmers  has  been  the  shortage  of  skilled  labour,  which  is  a  serious  matter  where 
the  production  of  clean  milk  is  concerned.  If  skilled  labour  were  more  plentiful  the 
standard  of  milk  production  would  undoubtedly  be  raised. 

Meat  and  other  Foods.— The  Slaughter  Houses  and  Bakehouses  have  been  inspected, 
and,  for  the  most  part,  have  been  found  in  a  satisfactory  condition.
